Planks and Platforms Given 
In Brief. 


New York Democrats 
By Associated Press. | 


SARATOGA, Sept. 16.—Promptly at 
10 o’clock this morning the Demo- 
cratic State Covention was ca'led to 
order. Aftera decision in regard to 
the County Democracy was presented 
the Committee on Resolutions ré- 
ported the platform. 

The platform avers fidelity to Dem- 
ocratic faith as regards the national 
issues, and the doctrines of the na- 
tional platforms of 1884 and 1888 are 
reaffirmed. The platform pronounces 
against the coinage of any dollar not 
of the intrinsic value every where of 
a dollar of the United States; de- 
nounces the new Sherman silver bill 
as a false pretense and a bindrance to 
free bi-metallic coinage, and as tend- 
ing only to produce a change from one 
kind of monometallism to another. 
This bill is declared to be a fit ap- 
pendix to the ‘“‘subsidy and bounty 
swindle, the McKinley bill worse than 
the war tariff, Blaine reciprocity a 
humbug, a squandered surplus, falsi- 
fied representation and the revolation- 
ary procedure of the billion-dollar 
Congress, all were justly condemned 
by the people’s great uprising last 
November.” “Thé people of the State 
are congratulated upon the beneficient 
results which followed the election of 
the Democratic Assembly last year. 
The Republican party is scored for 
defeating in the Assembly bills passed 
by the Democrats. 

Continuing, the platform reads: 
“Thus bas the Republican party con- 
tinued to betray the people’s interests. 
It defies the constitution and denies 
a fair representation in the Legislature 
to 100,000 new inhabitants of & Siate 
by refusing to pass the enumeration 
bill.

Mexican Congress.

Orry or Mexico, Sept. 16.—Presi- 
dent Diaz opened the Congress last 
night. In his speech he said: 

Our foreign relations are excellent. 
[ have named a commissioner to the 
Monetery Convention at Washington, 
also a commissioner to arrange a 
treaty of reciprocity with the United 
States. The convention with G2at. - 
mala for arranging the frontier limi:s 
haa been extended two years. Tre.t 
ies of peace, friendship, commerce 
and navigation have been signed with 
Santo Domingo and Italy. 

The Mexican Government refused 
coal to the Chilian vessel Esmeralda 
but afterward consented to supply a 
small quantity which was absolutely 
necessary for the sailing of the ship. 
The Chilian Junta asks for recogni- 
tion, but we have demanded time for 
investigation. 

Diplomatic relations have been com- 
menced with Japan, Argentine Re- 
public and Russia. Mexico sent a 
commissioner to the Geographical 
Congress recently held in Switzerland. 
A new Ministry, that of Communica- 
tions and Public Works, has been eo- 
tablished. A new sapitary code has 
been promulgated. The penal code 
has been reformed and the school sys- 
tem improved; mining is progressing ; 
public land is being rapidly taken up 
and agricalture is flourishing. 

Mexico has accepted the invitation 
of the United States to attend the Chi- 
cago Exposition, and I expect that 
Congress will grant the amount of 
money necessary, that we may make 
ashowing worthy the place we oc- 
cupy among civilized natioas. 

Our postal relations with forei¢n 
countries are good. In the interior we 
are extending postal facilities and 
routes. Seven new ste.mship lines 
have contracted to carry mails with- 
out subsidy. Government telegraph 
lines are being extended the same as 
railroads. 

There are now 10,100 kilometres of 
railroads in operation; work at the 
ports of Vera Cruz and Tampico is 
progressing. The Tehuantepec route 
will soon be open from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic; works for drainage of 
the valley are progressing ; a new cus- 
toms tariff has been published with a 
liberal reform to increase commerce, 

I ami sure that our receipts will more 
than cover expenditures. Indian 
troubles in Sonora have ended and 
the arn?y is being mobilized scienti- 
fically. In conclusion the President 
said: ‘You see the country progress- 
ing and developing its natural ele- 
ments without the precipitation of 
convulsions of any kind and conse- 
quently without the risk of crises and 
panics, and we show the world a conn- 
try satisfied with its institutions, and 
dedicated to the peaceful development 
of its natural resources, and tending 
to the consolidation of her credit by 
prudent business.reserve and respect 
for obligations.
